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First  appeared  Dr.  John  Connolly  in  1773  who  lo- 
cated 2,000  acres — his  due  for  military  services — on  the 
South  side  of  the  Ohio,  immediately  opposite  the 
Falls.  Thomas  Bullitt  was  with  him  and  made  a 
survey,  and  on  December  10,  1773,  Lord  Dunmore 
executed  the  deed.  Connolly  conveyed  1,000  acres 
to  John  Campbell,  who  had  meanwhile  arrived,  and 
they  undertook  to  build  the  town  which  Bullitt  had 
planned.  Trouble  arose  between  the  Colonies  and 
Great  Britian  and  Connolly,  an  English  adherent, 
was  imprisoned  by  the  Patriots.  The  Indians  cap- 
tured Campbell,  and  thus  ended  the  first  attempt. 

In  the  spring  of  1778  Gen.  George  Rogers  Clark, 
sailing  down  the  Ohio  with  raw  recruits  and  immi- 
grant families,  found  it  necessary  to  make  a  landing 
and  discipline  his  soldiers.  When  he  reached  the 
Falls,  he  disembarked  on  Corn  Island.  At  the  end 
of  a  month  he  moved  forward  with  his  fighters, 
leaving  the  immigrants.  These  families  became  the 
real  founders  of  Louisville  and  christened  it  in  honor 
of  King  Louis  the  XVI  of  France,  who  aided  the 
Americans  in  their  struggle  against  England.  But 
this  was  not  until  after  General  Clark  has  returned 
from  his  victorious  warfare  upon  the  Indians,  and 
had  ordered  the  building  of  a  fort  on  the  Kentucky 
shore  opposite  the  Falls.  Those  who  came  originally 
with  General  Clark  and  others  who  came  afterward 
held  a  public  meeting  April  10,  1779,  and  appointed 
trustees  to  lay  out  the  town.  John  Corbley  made  the 
survey.  One  street  skirted  along  the  river  bank, 
with  twelve  cross  streets  at  right  angles. 

The  next  developing  step  was  taken  by  the  Vir- 
ginia Legislature,  May  i,  1780,  in  confirming  this 
action  and  appointing  a  board  of  nine  trustees  to 
take  charge.  Louisville  continued  under  trusteeship, 
either  by  appointment  or  election,  from  1780  to  1828. 
During  this  period  Main,  Market  and  Jefferson  streets 
were  established.  The  charter  of  1828  transferred 
Louisville  to  the  control  of  a  Mayor  and  ten  Council- 
men.  John  Bucklin  was  the  first  mayor.  Since  then 
the  city  has  continued  to  grow  and  expand.  South- 
ward, Eastward  and  Westward,  into  its  present  metro- 
politan proportions.  Its  recent  charter  provides  the
